member communities—Baltimore. 
Boston, Brooklyn, Cincinnati, 
Cleveland, Detroit, Indianapolis, 
Kansas City, Los Angeles, Mil- 
waukee, Minnesota, Newark, New 
Haven, Philadelphia, Pittsburgh, 
San Francisco, and St. Louis.

Nab 6 as Extremists

policemen were wounded this week 
during a daring attack of terror- 
ists on two police stations in the 
Tel Aviv suburbs of Neveh Shaan 
and Abu Kebir. 


An official communique issued 
by the authorities states that the 
attack was carried out “by a num- 
ber of youths.” The policemen 
guarding the stations replied with 
fire when the terrorists threw 
bombs which exploded at the sta- 
tions. 


Six suspects have been arrested 
thus far. One of the Jewish police- 
men who participated in the ex- 
change of fire with the terrorists 
was seriously wounded.

‘Italy Offer; 


Eye Palestine

Rome—A meeting of Jewish 
refugees in Rome convened this 
week by the Intergovernmental 
Committee for Refugees to an- 
nounce the offer of the Italian 
Government to grant citizenship 
to stateless persons was converted 
by the majority of the 150 refu- 
gees into a pro-Palestine demon- 
stration and concluded with fer- 
vent singing of the Hatikvah. 

Speaking in Italian, Sir Clifford 
Heathcote-Smith, the representa- 
tive of the Intergovernmental 
Committee for Refugees urged the 
Jewish refugees to accept the offer 
of the Italian Government. He 
pointed out that overseas coun- 
tries are reluctant to admit immi- 
grants and might continue the 
same policy even after the war is 
over. 


Many refugees, he continued, are 
anxious to go to Palestine. But 
Palestine is “very limited” and 
could not receive all those who 
desire to enter it, he added. He 
illustrated his remark with a 
handkerchief, declaring that Pal- 
estine is not larger than a hand- 
kerchief and presents a_ very 
special problem.

LIST FAMOUS

The list was compiled by the 
underground’s Jewish National 
Committee in occupied Poland 
under the direction of the Jewish 
historian, Dr. Emanuel Ringel- 
blum who skortly after completing 
the compilation was executed by 
the Gestapo, together with his 
wife and son, when German agents 
discovered their hiding place in 
the non-Jewish section of Warsaw. 











CONGRESSMAN CELLER 
Says Mandate a Failure 


Asks Dumbarton 
To End Mandate

WASHINGTON—A suggestion 
that the Dumbarton Oaks confer- 
ence put an end to Great Britain’s 
sole mandatory power over Pales- 
tine was made last week in a let- 
ter by Congressman Emmanuel 
Celler, New York -Democrat, to 
Edward R. Stettinius, Jr., Under 
Secretary of State and chairman of 
the Post-War Peace and Security 
Conference at Dumbarton Oaks. 
A copy of the letter was sent to 
Andrew A. Gromyko, the Soviet 
Ambassador. 

Stating that the “mandate sys- 
tem that emanated from the Lea- 
gue of Nations turned out to be a 
dismal failure,’ Representative 
Celler suggested that in the future 
the mandate over any country be 
intrusted to a condominium of 
two or more states. He recom- 
mended that the mandate here- 
after be a United Nation’s trus- 


teeship, with a group of a least 


two major powers combining with 
a minor power He criticized se- 
verely Great Britain’s mandate 
over Palestine, mentioning the 
British white paper, which ex- 
cludes entrance of Jews in Pales- 
tine as “placing property rights 
above human rights.” \ 


Hungary 
Admits New 
Deportations

STOCKHOLM — Reliable infor- 
mation reaching here this week 
from Budapest reveals that Hun- 
garian authorities, cooperating 
with the Gestapo, resumed the 
mass-deportations of Jews from 
Hungary immediately after it be- 
came known that Rumania had 
joined the Allies and _ turned 
against Germany and Hungary. 

Cattle trains loaded with Jews 
left Hungary for “unknown desti- 
nations” during the past week, 
despite the promise by Regent 
Horthy to King Gustav of Swed- 
en that Jews would no longer be 
deported from the country, a re- 
port received here says. Various 
sections of the Hungarian adminis- 
tration are now working against 
each other, but the Gestapo exerts 
the determining influence, the re- 
port added. - 

The Swedish Government, per- 
turbed by this report, indicated 
that it intends to send a special 
delegate to Budapest in an effort 
to halt the renewed deportations. 
Prominent Hungarian Jews reach- 
ing Stockholm, however, doubt 
whether the efforts of the Swedish 
Government will have any success. 

(The Hungarian Information 
Office in New York this week re- 
leased a cable from its London 
representative confirming the re- 
port that the deportation of Jews 
from Hungary has been resumed. 
“Tt is not true that these depor- 
tations are being carried out only 
by the Germans,” the cable said. 
“The Hungarian authorities and 
the gendarmes are arresting Jews 
in Budapest for deportation.”) 





Thrown from Roof, Dies

GEN. CHERANIAKHOVSKY NOT JEWISH, 
CONFUSED WITH CHERNIAVSKY 


MOSCOW—Gen. Ivan D. Cher- 
niakhovsky, Soviet commander of 
the Third Byelorussian Army 
which is now at the gates of Ger- 
many, is not a Jew despite the fact 
that he is being hailed in the Unit- 
ed States and in England as a Jew- 
ish front commander, it was estab- 
lished here by the correspondent 
of the Jewish Telegraphic Agency. 

The correspondent checked and 
rechecked on Gen. Cherniakhov- 
sky’s genealogy, aided in this work 
by Soviet Jewish leaders who. 
after a thorough investigation, de- 
clare that Gen. Cherniakhovsky “is 
positively non-Jewish.” 

It is taken for granted here that 
Gen. Cherniakhovsky’s name was 
confused abroad with the name of 
the Soviet Jewish General Mikhail 
Cherniavsky. Lieut. General Mik- 
hail Cherniavsky who is well- 
known in the military world 
abroad as a_tank-troops com- 
mander, is one of the Soviet com- 
manders of the Second Baltic 


Army and has to his credit many 
victories over the Germans on that 
front. He comes from a poor 
Jewish family in Kiev and his 
father, Leib Cherniavsky, is re- 
ported here as having been en- 
gaged under the Czar “in a purely 
Jewish profession—in raising and 
pressing rapes and selling Sab- 
bath wine.”

“He would have been a perfect 
poet had he lived in the time of 
Addison. Addison is, perhaps of 
all English writers, the one who 
best knew how to guide genius 
with taste... . I find it somewhat 
extraordinary that (Shakes- 
peare’s) buffoonery and drunken- 
ness count among the beauties of 
the tragic stage.” (I have re- 
arranged the sequence of this 
quotation so as to make both my 
and Voltaire’s point more obvious.) 

He seems to have found it ex- 
traordinary that buffoonery and 


_ disorder also existed on the human 
stage. 


Consequently, he wrote— 
and this is the great lie behind his 
opinion 


without judgment.” It is a state- 
ment worth examining, for in it 
lies not only Voltaire’s, but half 
of the world’s misunderstanding 
of itself. 


This statement says that our 
souls can be purged of evile by the 
attentions of the schoolmaster. It 
says that we are unreasonable be- 
cause we have not been exposed to 
enlightenment. It says that our 
passions can be arranged into 
tasty, Addisonian order by the ap- 
plication of external logic—knowl- 
edge. It says that error exists be- 
cause truth has not been offered in 
exchange. It says that the preju- 
dices which fling us into stupid, 
silly, or barbarous behaviors are 
no more than an absence of judg- 
ment. 

This is a misconception so deep 
and so tall that, in making it, Vol- 
taire divorces himself, not only from 
Shakespeare and all the poets, but 
from all psychology as well. And 
without psychology there is no 
truth any more than there is his- 
tory without bloodshed. 

It is this misconception of what 
prejudice is—of what unreason is 
—that made Voltaire an anti- 
Semite. He thought that truth lay 
in the exposure of some Jewish 
and Christian “miracles.” He had 
no eye for the maladjustments of 
his own Europeans—that made 
their persecution of the Jew a 
thousandfold more unsavory than 
the latter’s worst intellectual 
lapses and a thousandfold more im- 
portant in the study of human 
unreason. It is this preference for 
playing solitaire with ideas—as 
if that little deck held all the faces 
of mankind—that makes philoso- 
phers often anti-human, or at least 
anti-social. 

Voltaire’s sentence that “Preju- 
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Savory Sauce Dresses Up 


@ COMBINE salad oil (or melted 
vegetable shortening) with rich- 
brown and tangy Heinz “57-Sauce” 
—using equal parts. Heat well but 
do not boil. This quick and easily 
Zoe prepared sauce is really deli- 
cious over hot cooked broc- 
4 coli, Brussels sprouts, green 
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dice is opinion without judgment” 
is not a sentence, but a credo. It 
is a religion that misunderstands, 
not God, but man. In this sentence 
there is, even on the surface, a 
glaring contradiction that should 
have been obvious to the logician— 
Voltaire. He should have seen 
that his credo presupposed fan- 
tastically that the mass of human- 
ity was fit for the exercise of judg- 
ment. He himself knew better 
than this. He knew that the his- 
tory of Europe revealed that no 
more than a handful of men in a 
generation were capable of think- 
ing and acting as rational men. 
And ke knew—no one better—that 
even this handful of enlightened 
ones remained as full of prejudices 
as a cow’s tail is of fleas. 

The study of anti-Semitism is no 
more than a sidelong look at the 
human genius for prejudice. I do 
not mean our superficial preju- 
dices—the ones that are formed 
by the many wanton winds that 
blow our personalities together. 
Our external minds are of minor 
importance in our own or in the 
world’s destiny. They are dressed 
mainly out of journalistic dust 
storms. Those loose fittings that 
we cail our political beliefs or 
social tenets are not prejudices at 
all. They seldom array us against 
reason or send us gallivanting 
through a vacuum. They do no 
more than add a touch of eccen- 
tricity to our cliches. 

True prejudice is not opinion at 
all and cannot be influenced by the 
things that make up _ opinion, 
knowledge, or sanity. True preju- 
dice is an inner unreason as neces- 
sary to us as our outer reason- 
ableness; that is, as necessary to 
our continuation as buffoons and 
drunkards of life. Evolution—the 
same evolution that changes with 
godlike slowness our bones and 
tissues—is its only schoolmaster. 

Until we are straightened from 
our Simian mental stoop, prejudice 
will remain our shield against ill- 
ness, our buckler against matters 
otherwise insufferable to our ego. 

Prejudice is the bandage that 
protects a sore segment of the 
brain. Judgment can neither un- 
wrap it nor enlightenment pluck 
it away. 

Prejudice is our method of 
transferring our own sickness to 
others. It is our ruse for disliking 
others rather than ourselves. We 
find absolution in our prejudices. 
We find also in them an enemy 
made to order rather than inimical 
forces out of our control. 

By our prejudices we pardon 
ourselves; we excuse our defeats, 
we increase our stature, we utilize 
our ignorance which is our major 
equipment. 

Prejudice is a raft onto which 
the shipwrecked mind clambers 
and paddles to safety. 


The kuman ocean bottoms where 
prejudices are formed are too deep 
for the educators or the precept 
bringers. There no light can shine. 
It is into this dark place that the 
word Jew has fallen. It has be- 
come a word, not of historical or 
religious meaning, but a symbol 
of obsession—one of the mystic 
forces by which men are able to 
outwit their insufficiencies. 


The word Jew has in two thous- 
and years been promoted from the 
name of a people to the name of a 
symptom. Along with the many 
hoarier complexes and _ phobias 
that disturb and, at the same time, 
protect the human soul from dis- 
integration stands this new ma- 
gician in the _ subconscious—the 
Jew complex. 


It existed in one of its more evil 
guises in the texture of a man who 
is called one of the greatest minds 
of the race. Voltaire, in his anti- 
pathy for the “wretched little 
Jews,” proved himself, if proof be 
needed, that prejudice is independ- 
ent of judgment. For he was a 
man of excellent judgment. He 
revealed, to the contrary, that the 
prejudice of anti-Semitism is a 
symptom that can thrive as viru- 
lently in the most acute and en- 
lightened of minds as it can in the 
darkened thought of fools. 

Enter Senor Pinto 

I met him in a history book. He 
is a tall, handsome man with an 
imperious eye but an unhappy 
mouth. He is a Portuguese Jew 
of distinction, and lives in eleg- 
ance in the city of Bordeaux, 
France; time, 1763. 

The Senor owns a few sailing 
vessels, trades with the people of 
the Indies, has a carriage with 
four horses, pomades his hair, 
takes snuff, carries an ivory-handl- 
ed cane, and reads the latest 
works of the new French Free- 
mason, Arouet de Voltaire. 

These are admirable works but 
they, nonetheless, disturb Senor 
Pinto, for there is much in them 
that is unpalatable to a Jew. The 
merchant of Bordeaux calls in 
some of his friends. They arrive 
in velvet carriages drawn by 
happy horses. They discuss the 
matter of this Jewish calumny of 
Monsieur Voltaire over tall bot- 
tles of wine. The Jews must strike 
back at this Freemason. And who 
is there better fitted than Pinto, 
so rich, sa well read, so talented? 


Thus, by acclamation, Senor 
Pinto is declared champion of the 
Jews. He seizes his quill, pro- 
duces in five weeks a fine volume 
of rebuttal, and takes this volume 
to Paris to hurl at Voltaire. The 
rebuttal says that Voltaire is a 
fool in assailing Jews as if they 
were all alike. Senor Pinto points 
out indignantly that the Portu- 
guese Jews, who “are all practic- 
aly aristocrats,” despise German 
and Russian Jews as deeply as do 
any of their other despisers. All 
Voltaire has to say against the 
Israelites, cries the Senor from 
Bordzaux, might well be true of 
these seme uncouth German and 
Russian varieties. But it is in no 
way applicable to the fine, high- 
class Semites only recently driven 
out of Portugal. 


I shake hands with Pinto. He 
soothes me. He reveals that neither 
Voltaire nor any anti-Semites have 
a corner on intolerance. It is not 
good for a people to be too much 
in the right, too noble, too flaw- 
less. It would unbalance them. 
They would become then like a 
badly written character in a play 
—the one who has nothing to do 
but recite all the long, dull speeches 
on goodness and honor. The Jew 
is no such bore. 


I applaud Senor Pinto and bring 
him to the footlights for a bow— 
at the end of Act Two. He looks 
around with imperious eye, takes a 
pinch of snuff and smiles with the 
arrogance of a Cardinal. 


But Senor Pinto’s distaste “for 
all Jews but his own brocaded 
variety has an unhappy Act Three. 
Attracted by this dandy’s boasts, 
Christendom looks on the towns of 
Bordeaux and Avignon and is 
shocked to see Jews living in such 
high estate, Jews with ivory- 
handled canes and velvet capes and 
large sailing vessels full of spices 
and gold plate. Unlike the Epicur- 
ean Pinto, the Gentiles are unable 
to savor the distinction between 


Portuguese and German Semites, 
They launch themselves at once 
into the bedevilment of Pinto’s 
own people. The Portuguese Jews 
of Bordeaux are stripped again of 
their dignity and treasures and 
sent packing into ghettos. 

Another reason I admire Pinto 
is that he permits me to say, here 
is one Jew who was victim only 
of his own stupidity. I imagine 
there are many such, but Pinto 
stands in a spotlight. There is q 
certain relaxation in beholding the 
Jew as a villain, even if it is only 
himself he outrages. There is also 
a historic lesson in Pinto, for he 
reveals that when the Jew plays 
villain, there are always better 
villains around to steal the part 
from him. 

Senor Pinto also helps me to un- 
derstand many Jews of today who 
have come to high estate in vari- 
ous lands. These elegant ones are 
ever ready to repudiate all Jews 
without ivory-handled canes, col- 
lections of fine paintings, or the 
ear of an archbishop. No more 
than poor Pinto will these Jewish 
Fortunatuses know that, in the 
eyes of anti-Semites, Jews are as 
inseparable and identical as Sia- 
mese twins. No more than Pinto 
will they learn that even espousing 
so un-Jewish a cause as anti-Semi- 
tism never makes a Jew less a Jew. 

But Senor Pinto is not entirely 
a villain nor yet a fool. He is more 
the victim of a certain logic that 
the world refuses to share with 
him. This often troubles Jews 
more than the calumnies of their 
enemies. The logic in their own 
heads informs them they are not 
Jews at all, judged by any Jewish 
standards they know. They are 
eynics, philosophers, sophisticates, 
and even atheists. They care no 
more for Jews than for Patagon- 
ians. But there comes a morning 
when they always wake up—Jews. 
History stands outside their win- 
dows ond, in a voice that seems 
truly that of an idiot, bids them 
attend a massacre being held for 
Jews only. 

At such a time the Pintos and 
the near Pintos beat their bosoms 
and catch a look at the true mean- 
ing of the Jew. He is part of a 
game the world plays. Although 
it devote itself eagerly to his ex- 
termination, it cannot afford the 
loss of his Jewishness. This Jew- 
ishness is not essential to the Jew, 
who may outgrow and outwit it. 
But it is to his enemy, who re- 
fuses to outgrow a panacea so 
soothing, so enriching, so ego-in- 
flating as anti-Semitism.

20 YEARS AGO THIS WEEK

BERLIN—“I was too mild an 
anti-Semite,” declared Adolf Hit- 
ler, defeated leader of the Bavarian 
Beer Revolution, now imprisoned in 
Lapdeberg, when he commented 
upon the information submitted to 
him of the reports circulated in the 
Jewish press that he had renounced 
anti Semitism. “It is ridiculous,” 
he stated. “To the contrary, I was 
rather too mild an anti-Semite. I 
am now engaged in writing a book 
which I consider to be the work 
of my life in which I will prove 
that only through a sharp cam- 
paign against the Jews, will the 
world be saved from the Jewish 
disease.”

NEW YORK—2Zionist leaders in 
this country are trying to deter- 
mine whether the Anglo-American 
plan to replace the Palestine man- 
date with a United Nations, trus- 
teeship would mean the partition 
of Palestine. 


Much talk is now heard about the 
possible partitioning of Palestine 
under the Anglo-American scheme. 

The partition scheme seems part 
of the plan to establish a Jewish 
state under international trustee- 
ship, and Zionist leaders in New 
York were given to understand by 
Acting Secretary of State Stet- 
tinius that they will learn all about 
what is in store for Palestine when 
President Roosevelt receives them. 
He even told them to be prepared 
for such a reception in the White 
House on August 15. But that 
date is past, and so far President 
Roosevelt has found no time to 
receive the Zionist leaders, which, 
of course, does not mean that he 
will not see them eventually. In 
the meantime there is a good deal 
of nervous tension prevailing a- 
mong Zionist leadership here. No- 
body wants Palestine partitioned. 
Even those among the Zionists who 
would like to see a Jewish State 
in Palestine at any cost, even they 
do not dare to say openly that 
they would approve of partition. 


To Fight Partition 
By Jewish Telegraphic Agency 


JERUSALEM—Rumors current 
all over Palestine of a _ possible 
solution of the Arab-Jewish prob- 
lem through the partitioning of 
Palestine, are provoking a good 
deal of anxiety among all sections 
of the Jewish population, especi- 
ally the left-wing laborites. 

At a session of the Small Zion- 
ist Actions Committee this week 
members of the Movement for La- 
bor Unity, which constitutes the 
opposition group within the Jew- 
ish Labor Party, insisted that lead- 
ers of the Jewish Agency either 
deny or confirm the rumors with 
regard to possible partitioning of 
Palestine. The presidium of the 
Actions Committee, however, de- 
clined to permit an immediate dis- 
cussion on this subject, and 
promised to convoke a special ses- 
sion within a fortnight, to Be de- 
voted exclusively to the attitude 
of the Yishuv towards any parti- 
tion scheme. 

Leaders of the Hashomer Hatz- 
air and the Jewish Socialist 
League this week held a_ joint 
meeting, called to discuss meas- 
ures to combat any allied plan 
which may involve the partition- 
ing of Palestine. The meeting 
issued a call to all Jewish workers 
in Palestine “to fight the danger 
threatening the Zionist cause and 
to defend the integrity of the 
country.” It was decided at the 
meeting that a delegation be sent 
to England and to the United 


States “to mobilize the support of 
the working masses in the fight 
against partitioning of Palestine.” 
The Movement for Labor Unity 
Was urged to join in this fight 
With the Hashomer Hatzair and 
the Socialist League.

The income of the JNF from 
October, 1948, till August, 1944 
amounted to more than $5,600,000. 
The Jews of the United States 
contributed sixty per cent of this 
sum.

American countries. 

The Jewish National Fund pos- 
sesses now a total of 704,859 dun- 
ams of land of which 42,899 were 
acquired during the last ten 
months.

In welcoming the introduction 
of the resolution, Peter H. Berg- 
son, Hebrew Liberation Committee 
chairman, said: “During the past 
five years every aspect of British 
Foreign and Empire policies has 
undergone a change except one— 
the administration of Palestine. 
Here the policies laid down at the 
height of the Munich appeasement 
by Mr. Chamberlain still remain 
in force. 

“The British Colonial Office has 
forced the Hebrew people in Pales- 
tine to be passive onlookers at the 
extermination of their brothers in 
Europe. They were forced to keep 
their homes shut to these kin, thus 
passively cooperating with the 
German murderers.

Palestine—Focal Point Again 

The fall season of rumors regarding the future of Palestine has 
"opened on a sombre note this year. Palestine has again become the 
focal point of the Jewish world, as it has, almost every year, before 
the summer has passed. And this year, as the war in Europe winds 
it way to final victory, there is, somehow, a new, more serious emphasis 
placed upon the possibility of an Allied solution to the problem of 
Palestine before the year_is out. 

To begin with, there is a new High Commissioner in Palestine. 
Viscount Gort, former Governor of Malta has become the center of a 
fresh bunch of conjecture. Here, in New York, during the past week, 
| heard any number of comments about him, all of them based on the 
“He-can’t-be-any-worse-than-McMichael” line. Of Gort himself, since 
his new appointment, we know little. He saw the Pope and was said 
to have discussed Palestine with him. He heard of his predecessor’s 
narrow escape from assassination in Palestine only a few weeks ago. 
He knew himself to be a much discussed figure—and perhaps, he 
knew also what future was being blueprinted for the small, troubled 
land over which he is soon to rule. 

Then, there are the usual crop of vague and unconfirmed rumors re- 
gerding the Dumbarton Oaks talks and the chances of Palestine being 
on the agenda. There is not the slightest reason to believe that Pales- 
tine will be so much as mentioned, since the agenda has already been 
arranged, and neither Palestine nor the question of the Jewish postwar 
world are on it. But the “confidential hints” and their ilk are still 
bruited about. 

And above all, there is significant recurrence of talk concerning the 
partition of Palestine and the actual establishment of a Pan-Arab 
Federation in the Near East, which will include a truncated version of 
a Jewish state—pocket edition. Most of these rumors emanate from 
London. I lunched last week with a prominent Zionist official who 
told me “confidentially” that there seems to be little doubt in the 
minds of Colonial Office spokesmen in London that the United States 
would agree to such a partition scheme, provided the Jewish State 
were based on “reasonable” land distribution. The chances are that 
this partition scheme would create a kingdom or state, composed of 
the greater part of Syria and Palestine, the tiny remainder to be 
known as a Jewish State. When the last mighty debate about parti- 
tion came up seven years ago, there was considerable sentiment among 
Palestinian and world Jewry in favor of the plan, on the grounds that, 
after all, “something was better than nothing.” With the new rumors, 
there have been concurrent rationalizations along these lines. And 
unless such premature chattering is stilled soon, it may be a source of 
encouragement to the powers that be. 

At the same time, there is much gossip here anent the creation of 
a Jewish army. I have spoken to people who are quite happy about 
the prospect of the formation of a new “Jewish Legion,” but these are 
mostly people who did not participate in the bitter struggle four years 
ago when we pressed for a Jewish Army to defend Palestine itself 
and were refused. They are people who cannot remember that time 
and time again since 1940, Jewish organizations throughout the world 
asked that we might raise the blue and white banner over battalions 
of Jewish servicemen who would avenge the ghettos and redeem with 
honor those who died unsung, almost forgotten. Now, as Paris is 
freed and the chances of the war ending soon increase they are happy 
that at last we may be allowed to fight under our own names. It 
might be wise to realize that the sagest and wisest of the proponents 
of a Jewish Army have ceased to press for it, for if, today, the very 
flower of Palestine’s youth were removed from the Near East and sent 
to the Pacific, there would be no one left at home, should the crucial 
moment come and Palestine require the might of its youth. 

And there is, once more, conversation concerning the “riots” in 
Palestine. New exaggerations, new embellishments of the truth, new 
suppositions based on uncertain dispatches and stories that lose point 
Crossing the seas to New York and London. It seems true that trouble 
is rife in Palestine. That terrorism is still unchecked. That guns and 
bullets are still smuggled into the country, perhaps just planted in 
convenient places, but there is no reason to suppose that Jewish Pales- 
tine, still chock-full of Allied troops, has thrown off its self-designed 
mantle of non-retaliation and discretion,

This appears a suitable moment to pause, take stock and consider. 
For soon Palestine may be in the headlines, and it would be well if 
American Jewry, its head clear of rumors and hints and tall tales, 
could take a knowing stand. And the best way to do that, by and large, 
s to ignore almost all the predictions and prognostications wafted on 
summer winds, until the sober statements of autumn are issued. 

Then, there are the stories that crop up every year or so, and sound 
at first fantastic, then more reasonable, and finally upon third 
thought, wholly credible. Do not be misled, for they are generally 
just as fantastic as they sounded at first!

NEW YORK—The Jewish Wel- 
fare Board of Muncie, Ind., has 
contributed 1000 household emer- 
gency kits and 175,000 sulfath- 
iazole tablets for the Red Army, 
it was announced by Judge Anna 
M. Kross, chairman of the admini- 
stration committee of the Jewish 
Council for Russian War Relief. 


“This splendid gift from the 60 
Jewish families of Muncie, Ind.,” 
Judge Kross said, “represents the 
ideal participation of the Jewish 
community in our work to help the 
Soviet people. We hope it will 
serve as a model for many more 
communities. The Muncie gift will 
be sent with a message to a com- 
parabie industrial city of 50,009 
people in the Soviet Union.”

They 
are very opposed to Jewish em- 
ployees and will not hire any but 
they do not need to know you 
are Jewish.” Please tell me if 
you think my husband could be 
happy there? He said the posi- 
tion is the kind he is seeking.

Dear Mrs. S.: Under no cir- 
cumstances should your husband 
agree to pretend falsely. It is 
unforunate enough for Jewish em- 
ployees who are hired at a busi- 
ness place where there is generally 
no opposition to employees of this 
faith and then they find out they 
are associated right in that de- 
partment with employees who just 
do not like Jewish people and 
therefore try to make it miserable 
for them. Just think, Mrs. &., 
how doubly unhappy your husband 
would be if he applied for a posi- 
tion and did not tell them he was 
Jewish and then later they found 
out not only that he was Jewish 
but that he had told a story about 
it. 


You know they would have very 
little respect for him no matter 
how efficient his work was and 
they would immediately ask him 
to quit. As much as they dislike 
Jewish employees at this place it 
would make them even hate Jew- 
ish people more just on account 
of this little incident. Narrow- 
minded people are that way and 
each little thing that they can 
count against a race as a whole, 
they eagerly would not overlook. 


You might think to yourself, 
well I don’t think they will find 
out. That is where you are_mis- 
taken, because the truth always 
comes out some way. Your hus- 
band, no doubt, if he is an earnest 
Jew, would want to attend serv- 
ices on the Jewish holidays. You 
know the curiosity will be aroused 
at this business place if he takes 
those days off.

Dear Gunther: 

Just saw your letter concerning 
the organization and re-organiza- 
tion of American Jewry in the 
Jewish Post. I am delighted with 
it. It is the clearest statement of 
its kind that I have yet seen. Of 
course you don’t expect all well- 
established Jewish organizations 
in the U. S. to take the radical 
cure recommended in your first 
point; but your prescription cer- 
tainly stimulates thought and 
should bring forth a good discus- 
sion on the forum of the Post’s 
pages. 

Your point two is really more 
than analysis. It is a practical sug- 
gestion toward a solution of the 
problem even if the national or- 
ganizations do not dissolve them- 
selves. If our communities would 
stop their chaotic over-organiza- 
tion and would build, instead, well 
integrated kehilloth with just 
enough organizations to permit 
smooth functioning and with a 
central co-ordinating mechanism 
to avoid wasteful over-lapping, 
then our communities could wrest 
a good deal of power from the 
national organizations. 

I believe that this can be done. 
My own experience in Dothan and 
the surrounding area is most en- 
couraging. You know, our com- 
munity is small even though its 
membership is drawn from over 
a.dozen small towns in the neigh- 
borhood. Still, there: have been 
plenty of organizations who tried 
to set up separate chapters here. 
Yet we have been able to prevent 
over-organization. One synagogue 
serves Jews of all shades of opin- 
ion—for a split in membership 
would be suicidal. Similarly, one 
men’s organization (a B’nai B’rith 
Lodge), one women’s organization 
(a Temple Sisterhood) and one 
Welfare Fund cover the identical 
territory. Even activities which 
may not fall under the scope of 
the national organizations with 
which they are affiliated are spon- 
sored by the existing groups. 
Their presidents sit on the Execu- 
tive Board of the Synagogue as 
ex-officio members. The Board 
thus constitutes a community 
council as well as a congregational 
administration. To be sure, it 
would be much more difficult to 
simplify the lines of organization 
in older and larger communities 
where one cannot start from 


scratch as we did here, a few years 
ago. Still, I believe that a num- 
ber of communities have 
steps in the right direction and J 
hope that your proposal wil] cause 
some leaders to present their own 
views and experiences to the 
reading public. If you get any 
information along this line Which 
is not published in The Post, | 
would appreciate it if yoy would 
make it available to me.

OUR Mr. Segal, who happens to be a member 
y of the Board of Governors of the Hebrew 
Union College, is happy to observe how the war 
is enlarging the religious education of the boys 
who have graduated as rabbis from that in- 
stitution. 

(The Hebrew Union College rabbis are broad- 
minded gentlemen to start with but they have 
found the breadth of their minds being expanded 
in the rough-and-tumble in which men of all 
faiths are reduced to a common denominator 
as human beings. And what do their religious 
labels matter ? ) 

On this point your Mr. Segal has just received 
a letter from Rabbi Robert L. Kahn who is an 
Army chaplain out on the Pacific. Before the 
war he had a pulpit in a temple at Houston, Tex. 

When he wrote the letter Chaplain Kahn still 
was feeling bemused by an exalting experience 
he had just had. He had conducted Sunday 
services for Catholic and Protestant soldiers. He 
had come very close to the brotherhood that 
Sunday. 

The soldiers were on a ship about to depart for 
parts unknown and wanted religious services. 
A lieutenant brought their request to Chaplain 
Kahn, and would he please come and bring along 
two other chaplains—a Protestant and a 
Catholic ? 

“Rvery chaplain I could locate was tied up 
with afternoon services, and the boat would 
leave at sundown. Therefore I gathered some 
material: A few missals (Catholic), an Army 
Hymnal, and took off. 

“I climbed ‘Jacob’s ladder’ with a prayer in 
my heart. All the men were gathered in the 
hold. It was hot, they were shirtless and sweaty, 
but waiting for a word of hope. 

“] asked a Catholic layman to step forward 
and lead the Rosary. Tht ist sergeant dis- 
tributed the missals I had brought, knelt down 
with his fellow-Catholics while the rest of us 
were silent, and spoke the prayers of his faith. 

“Protestant services followed. (Only a small 
number of the Catholics departed.) Meanwhile, 
a few boys on deck clustered around the hatch, 
wondering ®hat manner of bird this chaplain 
with the Tablets of the Law was, came down to 
join in worship. 

“My memories of church services attended in 
Houston and near-by small towns came in good 
stead. A volunteer lead the Rock of Ages. The 
congregation joined in the Lord’s prayer which 
Ilearned as a Boy Scout.

“It was a beautiful experience. I am not 
the only Jewish chaplain to have done this. A 
colleague of mine has even led an Easter sun- 
rise service on a transport plane. Any compli- 
ments, and there were many, that came to me 
that day were for the faith I represent. 

“T shall never forget the statement of one lad: 
‘Chaplain, this afternoon has taught me for the 
first time the real meaning of, what we’re fight- 
ing for—freedom of worship.’ ” 

But Chaplain Kahn’s experience of brotherhood 
is by no means a unilateral one. He speaks of 
“lend-lease” among the religions in the Army 

-and it goes both ways. 

“T cherish in my files a letter from a Jewish 
lad in the Air Corps,” Chaplain Kahn says. “He 
wrote glowingly of a Catholic chaplain whom he 
described as ‘the best rabbi of them all’. This 
chaplain was the only chaplain at a remote air 
base. With true breadth of religious feeling, he 
went beyond the letter of Army regulations con- 
cerning chaplains, and not only organized the 
services and secured a Jewish officer to lead 
them, but attended, read Hebrew better than most 
of the men, gave sermons occasionally whieh 
were rich in inspiration. I like to call this sort 
of service religious lend-lease. It has been given 
by Protestant and Catholic chaplains the Army 
over.” 

All this causes a brave, joyous tingling in this 
Mr. Segal’s ears which like to listen for the 
sound of the footsteps of brotherhood marching. 
He lets himself go in a bright dream: Yes, he 
says, this is all to the great good of the time 
to come. These are the authentic footsteps of 
brotherhood marching, faint on the far-off bat- 
tlefields, but they will be coming closer soon 
from all the directions of the world as our men 
come marching home. 

Thunderous footsteps proclaiming the broth- 
erhood: We who were one in the presence of 
death now shall know how to live together in 
the amity becoming to brothers. It shall be the 
affirmative answer to our prophet’s question: 
“Have we not all one Father. Hath not one 
God created us?” 

But Mr. Segal’s old eyes have dreamt often 
before and as often have been disillusioned. As 
he emerges from this dream, cynicism takes 
hold of him and he asks. Will the brotherhood 
of. the foxholes where men cling together in fear 
survive to the time when every man will fecl 
he can afford to be a rugged individualist again? 

His wish- 
ful thinking prefers to stick to the happy dream 
of brotherhood. 

Anyway, it is all right that the clergy—rapbis, 
the priests and the Protestant ministers—are 
getting this education on the high levels of re- 
ligion. Their experience may graduate them as 
luminous prophets of religion wh®8 can rally men 

for the brotherhood.

The JTA recently released a brief news item which, if true, 
should literally make the blood boil. Datelined Jerusalem, the para- 
graph reported that the Palestine Government has invited 15,000 
laborers from Egypt to come to the Holy Land to build a series of 
public works. The Egyptian Government is planning to send a 
special committee to Jerusalem to examine the conditions under“which 
the Egyptians will have to work, it is further stated. 


The Palestine Government, of course, represents neithes th 
Jews nor the Arabs. It is the highly impersonal, artificial entity 
which serves as the mouthpiece for the colonial bureaucrats of the 
country, whose greatest problem is to civilize the savage heathen who 
dwell] there, ‘ 


At the very moment, perhaps, when 250 Jewish refugees were 
churning the waters of the Black Sea and gurgling to untimely 
deaths following Nazi sinking of the Turkish vesse] Mefkure, at the 
very moment, perhaps, when Zionist spokesmen were politely and 
diplomatically reasoning with British officials in London, seeking to 
induce opening of the doors of Palestine, the mis-named Palestine 
Government was engaging. in negotiations for the importation of 
Egyptian labor into Palestine.

One is almost tempted to add the total of manpower lost in 
sinkings of the Mefkure’s tragic predecessors, the Patria, the Atlantic, 
the Darien, the Salvador, the Struma, and the many others of bitter 
memory. 


The Egyptians will “examine the conditions” under which they 
will have to work. The Jews would not be so fussy. Refugees from 
concentration camps and human incinerators will be willing to work 
under any conditions. The deserts and swamps and salt marshes of 
Palestine have not deterred others in the past. 


But the Palestine Government will have none of them. 

“Palestine is overcrowded.” 

“Palestine has a labor surplus.” 

“Arabs are being displaced.” 

“Palestine is being over-developed.” 

And 15,000 Egyptians are invited to come to the country to en- 
gage in public works, to be paid for from public tax monies, to which 
the Jews of the country contribute more than 75 per cent. 


The Egyptians, from a country which STILL is neutral in this 
war, will reap the full benefits of Palestinian employment, while 
outside the country Jews, many of whom in better times spent THEIR 
dimes and THEIR dollars to build a Jewish Homeland, will perish 
beneath the waves, or under the heel of retreating, vengeful Nazi 
armies. 

The British Colonial Office will issue its annual statement of 
regrets and push tighter shut the doors of Palestine. Well may the 
Pharaohs smile in their tombs at the ironic turn of history. And 
we, who are told not to criticize our allies in time of war, can only 
clench our fists till the nails bite deeply, and the blood boils!

The Information Bulletin of 
Aug. 15 of the American Council 
for Judaism lists the new mem- 
bers from March 21 to July 31 
that joined their organization. I 
took time out to count the num- 
ber, and the total is 920. Of this 
number Dallas, Tex., leads with 
117, Fort Smith, Ark., is second 
with 96, and then follow Atlanta, 
Ga. 87; Chicago, Ill., 70 and Cin- 
cinnati, O., 69. 

And while on the subject of The 
Council, I want to reprint an ex- 
change of letters between Rabbi 
Elmer Berger, Executive Director 
of the Council and Chief Justice 
George W. Maxey of the Pennsyl- 
vania Supreme Court. These let- 
ters appeared in The Jewish 
Herald-Voice of Houston, Tex., 
whose editor, D. H. White, really 
gets exercised over parts of Rabbi 
Berger's letter, and really it is 
not hard to see why he should 
do so. Fighting among Jewish 
groups gets very bitter at times, 
but there has always been a sort 
of unwritten understanding when 
the fight is brought to non-Jewish 
ettention. No doubt the Council 
has been called “un-American” 
often by the Zionists, but I doubt 
whether the charge has been made 
except within the Jewish group.

Dear Justice: 

The press has recently reported 
your acceptance of the Chairman- 
ship of the Pennsylvania Chapter 
of the American-Palestine Com- 
mittee, the latter being described 
as “a non-sectarian body formed 
to express American friendship for 
the re-establishment of a Jewish 
Naticnal home in Palestine.” 

Since only the highest humani- 
tarian motives could have prompt- 
ed you to add on to the manifold 
burdens of your high office also 
this one of Chairmanship, we can- 
not but congratulate you on prin- 
ciple. However, we feel it our 
duty to apprise you at the same 
time that the Palestine question is 
a very moot one among Jews 
themselves, and much more than 
the question of sheer philanthropy 
is involved in it. 

The American Council for Juda- 
ism, for instance, is emphatically 
opposed to the latter-day agitation 
aiming at the conversion of Pales- 
tine into a Jewish Commonwealth. 
The Council does not oppose, of 
course, the right of Palestinian 
Jews to create for themselves 
homelike conditions there. But it 
strenuously opposes as undemo- 
cratic, and hence as un-American, 
the right of Jews to stamp that 
country with the religious or racial 
connotation of their own group, in 
that way create in the non-Jew- 
ish element there the sense of not 
wholly belonging in their own 
homeland. 

We therefore feel that, especial- 
ly in the new capacity which you 
sO generously assumed, certain 
facts concerning Jewish claims on 
Palestine should be made avail- 
able to your Honor. Either Mr.

errs per cent of the French bankers, 

8 per cent of the film industry employees 
and 90 per cent of the grain dealers were Jews, 
the leaflet says ... The leather trade, for ex- 
ample, is listed as having had 90 per cent Jewish 
workers; 60: per cent Jewish manufacturers, 100 
per cent Jewish salesmen and 8 per cent Jewish 
retailers.” 


_ These statements are taken from a release 
by Helen Kirkpatrick, of The Chicago Daily 
News. from “Somewhere in France.” The ar- 
ticle was plainly headed, “Nazi Propaganda in 
France Still Aimed at Russ, Jews”. 


There is no question but what Miss Kirk- 
patrick is telling about propaganda lies in 
France, and were it published in any other time 
but this, when anti-Semitism is rife in the United 
States, the figures as given, despite the fact that 
there is nothing said about their reliability, 
would be laughable more than anything else. 

But conditions being what they are, and Hitler 
having proven the choice bit of psychology that 
a lie repeated often enough is soon believed, 
then papers printing such libel must be specific 


to the extent of pointing out the real truth. 

In all of France, according to the Jewish Year 
Book for 1939, there were only 240,000 Jews, so 
that the leather and grain industries, not to 
mention the film and banking fields, must have 
been minescule, if Jews dominated them to the 
extent the Nazis said. 

Certainly Miss Kirkpatrick does not say that 
the Jews occupied those per cents of the in- 
dustries, but she does repeat Nazi figures, and 
it would have been simplicity itself for her, and 
made her story so much more emphatic, had 
she gotten the real figures and compared them 
with the Nazi lies. But she did not do this, and 
conditions being what they are, then the news- 
papers printing her articles were under the re- 
sponsibility of doing so. 

For years after 1933, and even today as shown 
above, American newspapers printed without any 
indication that the accusations were Nazi inven- 
tions, the charges made by the Nazis against the 
Jews. A good part of the widespread anti- 
Semitism today is therefore directly traceable to 
this nonsensical practice. of American news- 
papers, 


Let the B’nai B’rith Do It Again 


OST PERSONS who have followed world de- 
velopments will concede that much of the 

peace arrangements have by now been definitely 
determined, and since there are many places 
where Jewish problems impinge on the problems 
of the world in general, it follows that the dis- 
position of many of these Jewish problems has 
already been definitely determined. 

All of which means it is later than you think, 
as far as the future of the Jew is concerned. 

While the Allies were still gathering their 
forces for the assault on Hitler’s forces, there 
was much talk of how the problems of the Jew 
would be settled. The American Jewish Confer- 
ence as one of the major points in its agenda 
had the selection of a commission to represent 
the Jews at the peace table. Both the American 
Jewish Congress and the American Jewish Com- 
mittee named excellent commissions to study the 
question and prepare reports. In fact, some very 
fine booklets, running into the tens of pages, 
were printed and distributed on various phases 
of the problem. 

Yet to all intents, none of this material, has 
been presented to the people who make the de- 


cisions, unless the two presentations to the U. 
S. by the Committee and the Conference last 
week fall within this interpretation, 

One reason for this “missing of the boat” in 
probably as vital a situation as has developed for 
world Jewry in years, is the competition between 
the groups named above, although it would be 
unwise to suggest this as the sole reason. 

But in any event the groups concerned must get 
together, if not under the aegis of The Con- 
ference, then certainly under some other sponsor- 
ship. This situation cannot continue. The stakes 
are not organization prestige this time, but the 
welfare of world Jewry. 

Let the B’nai B’rith do it again. Call all three 
groups together and work out a modus operandi 
so that the peacemakers will get not perhaps, 
one set of plans, for several] alternatives can be 
presented. With this will go the understanding 
that all U. S. Jewish groups concerned are co- 
operating, and that these are their several recom- 
mendations. Then probably this new alignment 
will be recognized officially by Washington, Lon- 
con and Moscow as representing the wishes of 
U, S. Jewry. 


Current Comment 


Why Republican Executive Committee of Al- 
legheny County Advertises, “If You Don’t Want 
Sidney Hillman to Run Your County, Register 
Now for November Elections,” Asked by Ameri- 
can Jewish Outlook, of Pittsburgh.—in a recent 
issue of the notoriously anti-Semitic newspaper 
called the X-Ray which is edited by Court Asher, 
outstanding hater of Jews, the following state- 
ment appeared about Sidney Hillman: “The 
Roosevelt New Deal party may now be truly 
called ‘The Jew Party’—for certainly, a forcign- 
born Russian Jew is now boss—assistant Com- 
mander in Chief.” 

In recent issues of the daily press in Pitts- 
burgh, over the signature of the Republican 
Executive Committee of Allegheny County the 
following statement appears in advertisements: 
“If you don’t want Sidney Hillman to run your 
country, register now for November Elections.” 

We can dismiss the rantings of Court Asher 
and his X-Ray. But in the case of the Republic- 
an Executive Committee of Allegheny County, 
we want to know why, contrary to the wishes 
of Thomas E. Dewey, and contrary to all the 
rules of decency, they persist in injecting into 
the forthcoming campaign the virus of anti- 
Semitism. . 

Spokesmen for the committee have assured us 
that nothing of an anti-Semitic nature is in- 
tended and that since Hillman has entered 
politics, he must be willing to take the conse- 
quences. We would be willing to accept this 
explanation were it not for the nation-wide 
emphasis being placed upon the fact that Sid- 
ney Hillman is Russian-born, that his real name 
is something else, and so on. In other words, 
granting the innocent intent of the committee, 
we must face the far from innocent results. 


American Jewish Committee Flayed by Ameri- 
can Jewish World, of Minneapolis, for Presenting 
Own Proposals to Hull—It is not so much the 
content of the Committee’s memorandum, how- 
ever, as the very fact of its independent sub- 
mission at this time that offers the greatest 
danger to the hopes of Jewry. How can we 
expect the Department of State to respect any 
Jewish representation with different groups 
claiming to speak on behalf of Jewry? Will 
the Committee send. its delegates to the United 
Nations leaders to add more confusion to the 
very complex problem of Jewish postwar re- 
construction ? 


It is evident that the efforts of the American 
Jewish Conference are being undermined by the 
willful handful of the American Jewish Com- 
mittee. How long will American Jewry tolerate 
this state of anarchy? This is no longer a 
question of mere duplication of effort or financial 
waste. Our very future depends on coordinating 
our forces. 


It is the urgent responsibility of every Jewish 
community which elected delegates to the Ameri- 


can Jewish Conference to notify the Committee 
that it refrain from all independent political 
action and that failure to cooperate in this’ 
respect must be followed by the elimination of 
the Committee and its members from all positions 
of power and leadership in organized Jewish life. 

The United Nations had to accept a united 
leadership in order to survive.

I have your letter of July 31st 
in reference to my acceptance of 
the Chairmanship of the Pennsyl- 
vania Chapter of the American- 
Palestine Committee. 

You are correct in assuming 
that “only the highest humani- 
tarian motives” could have prompt- 
ed me to take on this additional 
burden. 

I note your statement as fol- 
lows: 

“The American Council for 
Judaism, for instance, is emphati- 
cally opposed to the latter-day 
agitation aiming at the conversion 
of Palestine into a Jewish Com- 
monwealth. The Council does not 
oppose, of course, the right of 
Palestinian Jews to create for 
themselves homelike conditions 
there. But it strenuously opposes 
as undemocratic and hence as un- 
American, the right of Jews to 
stamp that country with the re- 
ligious or racial connotations of 
their own group, in that way cre- 
ate in the non-Jewish element 
there the sense of not wholly be- 
longing in their own homeland.” 

I am not concerned with “the 
Jews stamping” Palestine “with 
the religious connotations of their 
own group.” I am not interested 
in the Jewish-Arab problem, as | 
take it for granted that this prob- 
lem will after the war be adjusted 
amicably. 

What I am interested in now is 
keeping a place of refuge open for 
those Jews in Europe who have 
seen their brethren and their chil- 
dren murdered by Hitler and Him- 
mler and their Nazi henchmen. I 
am convinced that Palestine is the 
best refuge for the down-trodden 
European Jews, and if I can assist 
in any way in keeping open Pales- 
tine and the roads to Palestine 
for the tens of thousands of Jews 
who are struggling to escape th’ 
cruel fate which Hitler has already 
imposed on over 3,000,000 Jews, !
